Promising roasting ears for next 


week, marketmen at the Farmers' 
market house this morning did a 
good business 
with their 
ample 


stocks of fruits, berries, vegetables 
and flowers in addition to the usual 
selection of garden products. 


Early peaches and apples were on 


hand in ample supply. Early Ripe 
and Transparent apples brought 10 
cents a quarter peck and 15 and 20 
cents 
a half 
peck. 
The 
early 


peaches sold for f>ve and 10 cents 
a quart box. 
Sour cherries were 


abundant and were priced generally 
at 10 cents a. box and three boxes 
for 25 cents. 


There were quantities of huckle- 


berries at 20 cents a quart, a five- 
cent reduction from last week's level. 
Black raspberries sold at 25 cents 
for two quart boxes, while the red 
berries brought 15 cents a quart at 
most stands. Blackberries brought 
10 and 15 cents a quart, while dew- 
berries were 15 cents a quart and 
also could be had at two boxes for 25 
cents 


Several varieties of plums were on 


sale at 10 cents a box or 30 cents 
a peck 
Cucumbers ranged from 40 


cents a hundred up to three for five 
cents. Ripe tomatoes were more 
plentiful today than at any earlier 
session of market and sold well at 
15 cents a pint box and 20 and 25 
cents a quart 
Cabbage brought five 


to 10 cents a head. Spinach sold 
at five cents a quart box and 10 cents 
a quarter peck

RESIDENT DIES 


JUDGE NILES, 81, 
OF YORK, DIES, 


York, Pa, July 15 (AP).—An ill- 


ness oi several months dUe to ad- 
vanced age caused the death early 
today of President Judge Henry C. 
Niles of York county. He was 81. 


Poor health had forced the jurist 


to give up his duties on the bench 
several weeks ago. He had six years 
of his term of office to serve at the 
time of his death 


Judge Niles was first elected to the 


York county bench in 1925 and was 
re-elected to a second 10-year-term 
in 1935. In 1929 he was an unsuc- 
cessful democratic nominee for the 
state Superior court and the next 
year won the democratic nomina- 
tion for the state Supreme court but 
was defeated. 


He was president of the Pennsyl- 


vania Bar association in 1904-05, 


Born at Angelica, Allegheny coun- 


ty, June 17, 1858, he received his 
early education at the York county 
academy, York high school and York 
Collegiate institute and his law de- 
gree from Columbia university, New 
York. He began practice at York 
in June, 1880. 


In addition to the state Bar asso- 


ciation, he was a member of the 
American Bar association, Internal 
Law association and a charter mem- 
ber of the American Institute of 
Law. 
He was a mason and a Knight 


Templar. 


He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 


Lillie Schall Niles, and a brother, 
the Rev. Edward S. Niles, of Balti- 
more.

widow of Harry Strayer. died Fri- 
day afternoon at 3 o'clock at the 
home of her son ana daughter-in- 
law, 
Mr and Mrs. Jesse Strayer

The deceased was born in Abbotts-

IN EMMITSBURG 


WilliamMyers,61, Woodbury, Mary- 


land, sought since Thursday morn- 
ing by state and county officers, was 
taken into custody Friday afternoon 
in Emmitsburg, Maryland, 
after 


motor police here had received tips 
from residents of Emmitsburg who 
read descriptions of Myers m The 
Gettysburg Times 
The prisoner, who was released 


from jail here a lew hours ahead of 
information from Cumberland coun- 
ty that he was wanted there for at- 
tacking a six-year-old Lemoyne girl 
in 1934 and also as an escaped pris- 
oner from the Cumberland county 
home, was brought to the Adams 
county jail by Officer Joseph F. 
Bushey. of the state motor police 
here. Friday evening he v,as turned 
over to Cumberland county authori- 
ties who came here with a bench 
warrant for his arrest. 


The first word of the whereabouts 


of Myers since he left jail here was 
secured by Officer K Yemzow, of the 
Gettysburg detail of the state motor 
police Friday afternoon while on 
duty at the state line 
He tele- 


phoned his information to the sub- 
station and Officer Bushey went to 
Emmitsburg where he talked with 
persons who had seen Myers and 
connected him with the newspaper 
accounts of the search for the man 
wanted in Cumberland county 


Officer Bushey found Myers at 


the fair grounds and the man con- 
sented 
to accompany -him here 


Cumberland County Prison Warden 
J Andrew Coyle was notified and 
officers came here for Myers at 6 30 
o'clock. 


Myers had been arrested several 


years ago on a Serious charge in 
Cumberland county imolvmg the 
Lemoyne gnl and when hailed be- 
foie the Cumberland county courts 
submitted the plea that he was m 
11 health and because of his age 
vould not live much longer At that 
ime Judge Fred S Reese took pity 
in Myers and instead of imposing 
a prison sentence ordered him com- 
mitted to the Cumberland county 
home m Middlesex township. Soon 
afterwards Myers escaped and since 
,hat 
time has earned the reputation 


>f "professional hobo." 


He was arrested Monday night 


after a chase along the Western 
Maryland railroad tracks at Orr- 
,anna by Detective Milton R. Tip- 
,011 and jailed on a five-day sen- 
,ence for trespassing 
on railroad 


property 


He is expected to be sentenced

relief that it might be several hours 
befoie aid could reach some uf tht; 
miners, because of "bad air " They

Rescue men, who declined to be

Nine men, none hurt seriously,

KILLED IN 1938 


"A more liberal hunting season for 


1939 
was the decision of the Game 


commission at its meeting Thurs- 
day," Colonel Nicholas Biddle, presi- 
dent of the commission announced 
Friday. 
"This action, taken after 


consultation with the directors of the 
Pennsylvania Federation of Sports- 
men's clubs, the president of ,the 
Pennsylvania division of the Izaak 
"Walton league, and others, is in line 
with the commission's long-estab- 
lished policy to permit the most 
liberal hunting seasons and bag 
limits that the prospective game 
supply will stand. 


"In establishing these seasons we 


have adhered as closely as possible 
to those stated in the game law, and 
the sportsmen for the first time in 
four years will enjoy a full month 
of hunting for most kinds of game 
with more liberal bag limits for a 
number of species." 


The season for all small upland 


game, as announced, will be from 
November 1 to November 30, inclu- 
sive, except in the case of ruffed 
grouse, bobwhite quail and Hun- 
garian partridges, the latter in three 
counties only, for which species the 
season will close on November 21. 
The bag limits have t>een increased 
for ruffed grouse, bobwhite quail, 
ringneck pheasants, and raccoons. 


The raccoon hunting season also 


starts November 1 and closes De- 
cember 31, while the season for 
trapping racoons, in the counties de- 
clared open to trapping, starts No- 
vember 10 and closes January 31, 
1940. 
Trapping for minks, opossums 


and skunks also will begin November 
10, and close on the same date as 
the raccoon trapping season. 


The bear season, which last year 


covered one week, will be only four 
days this season, November 15 to 
November 18, inclusive. 


"One of the things which again 


caused a lengthy discussion was the 
deer season, especially the question 
of whether there should be an open 
season for does in certain counties 
where too few were removed last 
year. 
With the advice obtained 


from the federation and the staff 
in the field, the commission decided 
to let the general statewide season

fines are assessed. 


The rule enables the commission 


to keep a better check on the scar- 
city or abundance of certain species 
which is for the sportsman's "own 
benefit," Gordon pointed out. 


From last season's statistics, the 


commission learned that the deer 
kill was 169,986—somewhat higher 
than it had anticipated—but "ac- 
cording to filed reports no region 
suffered seriously from overkilling. 
Many sections still report too many 
deer for the food supply." 


The pheasant kill—511,000—estab- 


lished another new high for Penn- 
sylvania, "further evidence," Gordon 
remarked, "that the spring stocking 
of nature birds pays."
